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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sinner et 
al (U.S. 5,577,770). 

Sinner et al discloses a knee bolster apparatus of a vehicle, comprising: a knee 
bolster plate (13) mounted on an instrument panel (10); a supporting frame (15) 
transversely extending through an inner space of the instrument panel (10); and a 
supporting bracket (14) secured to the supporting frame (15) and disposed to be 
opposite to the instrument panel, wherein the supporting bracket (14) is shaped as an 
"S" as a single body (see figure 6); a semicircular hook portion (14) connected to the 
supporting frame (15); a first connecting portion (145') extending approximately 
vertically down from the portion; a second connecting portion (142') extending upwardly 
from the first connecting portion (145') to near the knee bolster plate (13) with an 
inclination of a first predetermined angle; and a supporting portion (141') extending 
downwardly toward the supporting frame (15) from the second connecting portion with 
an inclination of a second predetermined angle.
